within a week to 10 days if favor- 
able weather prevails.

Khrushchev Is

Pnct powers have lined up behind

chev for a showdown on tho Ger- 
man problem at the East - West 
summit talks in May. 


The eight-nation Communist al- 


liance wound up a one-day confer- 
once Thursday night by 'threaten 
ing again lo sign a separate peace 
treaty wilh East Germany 
"and 


to solve on this basis the question 
of West Berlin as well." 


The Soviet-led bloc backed the 


policies 
already 
laid 
down 
by 


Khrushchev — including the 
offer 


of a nonaggression pact with the 
North Atlantic alliance, universal 
disarmament, a ban on nuclear 
weapons and conversion of West 
Berlin into a "free city." 


But tho Heel alliance seemed to 


show impatience on the German 
.issue. 


"Under 
present 
cpnditions 
a 


peace treaty can be signed only 
by both • German states." said a 
communique. 
"We cannot agree 


that the solution to this question 
be delayed endlessly. 


"This can only encourage the 


militarist and revenge - seeking 
forces of West Germany. If efforts 
directed at signing a peace treaty 
with both German states will not 
meet support, and the solution to 
this problem still faces delay, then 
the states represented at this con- 
ference will have no way out but 
to siyn. together with other states 
which will be ready for that, a 
peace treaty with the (East) Ger- 
man Democratic Republic, and on 
(his basis to solve the problem of 
West Berlin as well." 


Khrushchev signed for the So- 


viet Union as both head of the 
government and Communist Party 
Chairman. 
Both . premiers 
and 


party leaders signed for the other 
countries—East Germany, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Riomania, Bul- 


garia, Hungary and Albania. 


Delegates from the four Asian 


Communist nations — Red China, 
Outer Mongolia, North Korea and 
North Viet Nam—looked on but 
did not sign the communique at 
a glittering ceremony in the Cath- 
arine Room of the Kremlin Pa- 
lace. 


Western 
diplomats 
suggested 


that secret decisions may 
have 


been reached which were not dis- 
closed in the communique. They 
said it was unlikely that Khrush- 
chev had brought party and gov- 
ernment 
leaders from 
all over 


Europe and Asia to repeat for- 
mally what all had declared re- 
peatedly before. 


The communique echoed the call 


already made by the Soviet Pre- 
mier for the West to follow the 
Soviet lead in cutting down armed 


1 forces. 


The Soviet Union's allies in the 


pact announced no specific com- 
mitments toward reducing

PRAYER AND LIFE 
By WIL'LIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


I have offered some 
comments 


upon the extent to which Sunday 
has become so largely given over 
to sports, 
especially 
the 
cham- 


pionship games that bring togeth- 
er the thousands of sports wor- 
shipers, and that glue the eyes 
of 
other 
millions to 
their 
TV 


screens on the Sunday afternoons. 


But a deeper aspect that calls 


for some reflection is in the asso- 
ciation of football and prayer. In 
two 
instances 
newspapers 
re- 


ported that when the victorious 
players 
went 
to their 
dressing 


room instead of outbursts of hi- 
larity they had a quiet session 
of prayer, 
ending in one 
case, 


at least, with the Lord's Prayer. 
I -suppose that the natural out- 
burst of hilarious rejoicing prob- 
ably 
followed, 
but 
the 
prayer 


session seems to me very sig- 
nificant. 


(Prayer AFTER a victory, or 


after any real triumph in sports 
or life, is a very good thing. 


It emphasizes a spirit of hu- 


mility, instead of a too-self-con- 
gratulatory 
and 
arrogant 
spirit 


that might easily be the begin- 
ning of an ultimate loss. Victory 
as well as loss means a testing 
time. 
So 
prayer 
seems 
to 


me very fitting after victory. 


I 
have 
noted, 
however, 
that 


some players 
have 
prayer BE- 


FORE a contest, and here there 
might be at least a mild ques- 
tioning concerning the nature and 
motive of the praying. 


Prayer, and the p r a y e r f u l 


•spirit, might well have a very 
proper place before as well as 
after 
a 
game. 
But 
it 
depends 


upon the spirit of the praying. 


The tensions before 
important 


contests arc said to be terrific. 
If prayer helps to induce a quiet 
spirit, to calm nerves and emo- 
tions, and helps put players in a 
proper mind it must ibe a very 
good thing. 


But if prayer is a sort of talis- 


man 
assuring, or inspiring, ad- 


vantage over opponents, it is a 
debasement 
of 
religion, 
and 
a 


very bad thing. I think that every 
sensible person would prefer to 
see a team of irreligious rough- 
necks, who had stamina and skill 


, and 
the 
will to win, triumphing 


1 over a group lacking those es-sen- 


tials, 
but 
depending 
on 
some 


I prayerful advantage. 


And the important thing is that 


this applies to life as well as to 
sports. 
The m o s t 
downright 


surious thing a person can do is 
to pray. One's prayer emphasizes 
more than anything else the w 
ture and sincerelty of one's re- 
ligion. 


I think the one great purpose 


of 
true prayer 
is 
to put 
OlU'r 


selves on God's side, not to seek 
God on our side, or to gsl? for 
special favor. HOW could a God 
of love and justice show partisan 
favoritism?
